A bulletin from Red army head- 
quarters said Russian Infantry- 
men and tank crews, battling to 
hold the bend of the Don as a 
final barrier before Stalingrad, 
“almost completely annihilated an 
enemy group which crossed the 
river,” 

“More than 500 Germans were 
killed,” it said. 

The fighting centred in the Klet- 
skaya-Lalach region, 50 miles west 
of Stalingrad. Other Nazi forces | 
which crossed the river yesterday | 
were said to have been completely 
wiped out. 


DRIVE BACK ENEMY 

In the Katelnikovski sector, 95 
miles south of Stalingrad, Russians 
reported they had driven back Ger- 
man tanks and motorized infantry 
in a fight for a railway town after 
the invaders had driven a wedge 
into Soviet defences. 

In the Caucasus, the Russians 
conceded new reverses as hard- 
fighting Soviet troops executed a 
further retreat south of Krasno- 
dar only 60 miles from the Black 
Sea naval base of Novorossisk 
which appeared in imminent dan- 
ger of being cut off.

Almost every political faction in the 
country, including the Conservative party 
headed by Rt. Hon, Arthur Meighen, has 
demanded some sort of total manpower 
utilization. Officially, at least, every 
party has asked for total war. And selec- 
tive service, as outlined by the Prime Min- 
ister, is an essential prerequisite for total 
war. 

Thus, no political group in the country, 
with the exception of the nationalists in 
Quebec, can take issue with the principles 
laid down by Mr. King. 

Industry should welcome the regula- 


tions because the new orders will take 
most of the haphazard element out of 
manpower. Every employer of labor 


should now be enabled to know exactly 
where he stands. 

Exactly the same thing is true of the 
worker. Mr. King has inferentially pro- 
mised that there will be a useful job for 
everybody. Every employable _ indivi- 
dual, so it is ple inned, will be settled down 
into the war job that suits him or her best 
and will be kept there, undisturbed, for the 
duration. ° 

Thus is to be achieved, with a stroke 
of the pen and a good deal of careful or- 
ganization, that stabilization of employ- 
ment which has been the dream of indus- 
try since the world began. 

It is an excellent principle and a first 
rate plan. Obviously, it is an absolutely 
necessary factor in total war. Mr. King’s 
announcement, then, offers two kinds of 
encouragement to the Canadian people— 
the encouragement inherent in the man- 
power regulations and the encouragement 
implied in them. In other words, Mr. 
King’s statement is both heartening be- 
cause of the vigor and forthrightness of 
the plan itself and also because the plan 
points to total war.

The Solomon islands comprise an 
archipelago a thousand miles long, run- 
ning in a northwest-southeast direction 
about 700 miles off the northeast coast of 


Australia. The group consists of ten large 
islands and a great number of smaller 
ones, The population is estimated at 150,- 
000, the people belonging to the Melane- 
sian branch, 

The group was divided between Bri- 
tain and Germany before the first great 
war, and has been under Australian man- 
date and British control since 1918. The 
Japanese invaded the islands and estab- 
lished a base at Tulagi in February last. 

For the reasons that the Jap- 
anese zed the islands, the attempt of 
United States and Allied forces to drive 
them out is of unusual importance. The 
group almost cuts across the route 
from the United States to Australia. An 
Allied air and naval force stationed there 
would be in position to attack Japanese 
posts in New Guinea from the rear,

Every convoy sent to replenish the 
food and ammunition of the defenders has 
been assailed with craft of every type that 
could be marshalled against it. The on- 
slaught upon this latest convoy was the 
heaviest of all. 

Malta is a barrier to the free move- 
ment of Axis troops and supplies to North 
Africa, a barrier of more importance now 
to both the Allies and the enemy than it 
has been in the past. While it stands as a 
base for air and naval craft, enemy trans- 
ports and troopships have to run _ the 
gauntlet from Sicily to ports in Libya— 
and Rommel needs a steady stream of 
reinforcements and equipment. 

Hence enough powder has been spent 
attacking and defending the island to blow 
it out of the water if this had been ex- 
ploded in the caverns which honey-comb 


the rock. And upon one point the an- 
tagonists evidently agree—that while 
Malta can be supplied it can be held.

Geopolitik is Unmasked 


By K. H. HENDRICK 
The popular name for political 
geography is not geopolitics, even 
if German devotees of Geopolitik 


have tried to make it appear as 
such. 
That fact was emphatically 


stressed at the Institute of Politi- 
cal Geography held during the last 
week of July at the University of 
California, Los Angeles. But be- 
cause Geopolitik, with its flavor of 
mysticism, has been getting special 
notice in the American press lately, 
it is a good thing to know what it is 
and what it is not. 

The Institute, under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Russell H. Fitzgib- 
bon, was addressed by internation- 
alists in no temper to mistake off- 
shoots of Nazi philosophy for schol- 
arship. Among them were Han Yu 
Shan, visiting iecturer in history at 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles; Dr. Jan O. M. Broek, an 
American by adoption who is on 
the University of California faculty 
at Berkeley, and Dr. Vlastimil Ky- 
bal of Czech-Slovakia. 

Political geography is a field of 
knowledge. Geopolitik is a theory 
which rests on faith in Germany, 
and as such is a tool of conquest, 
an attempt to use scientific meth- 
ods for Germanic purposes. Thus, 
genuine political geographists hold 
no truck with it, but they recognize 
in its subversions a veiled threat to 
American clear-headedness regard- 
ing world affairs 


Geopolitik, Dr. Broek told the In-’ 


stitute, parades as a_ legitimate 
| branch, indeed as root and stem, of 
{hat true political geography w hich 
is solely concerned to study the 
relations of the globe's divisions to 


! each other. But Geopolitik is not 


| that. It is a sector of German kul- 
tur. And one of the worst things 
about it is the brazenous with 


| which it asserts that its notions are 
laws. 
| Geopolitik is older than Hitler- 
ism, but it has a Hitlersque advo- 
cate in Dr. Karl Haushofer, who 
has published @ magazine devoted 


to it since 1924. It says that such 
hypotheses as the special growth of 
states and the evolution of domina- 
tion from seapower to landpower 
are actual laws. And the unques- 


tioning, hearing such assertions, 
say, “What can you do about a 
law?” Even an American professor 


has ventured into widely circulated

An Egg Goes to England 


STROUT IN THE 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR 

This is the story of an egg and of 
the extraordinary things that be- 
fell it. It is also the romantic story 


of a brand new culinary develop- 


ment having to do with winning 
the war, with probable sequels in 
the peace afterward. But of that,

The cackle of a hen is lifted up 
in a Wisconsin barnyard telling all 
the world in excited and exultant 
notes that a brand new egg has 
enterd the world. Shortly after, 
the farmer's daughter, Elizabeth 
May, garners in the gg.

Now you might suppose that 
there is no connection between

An egg-drying 
plant is just what its name implies 
Up to 1925 practically all the dried 
eggs used in the United States 
came from a few large egg-drying 
centres in China, Now a Chinese 
it seems, is smaller than an 
American egg and more are re- 
quired for the process we are con 
sidering.

cakes, flours and noodles, and also 
for scrambling and for making 
omlets. 

And that is what is happening to 
eggs from all over America this 
year. Total all-out production of 
1942 is expected to be 300,000,000 
pounds of dried eggs, meaning that

The eggs are only part of the 
story To grow somewhat more

With crops in Canada expected 
to yield 400,000,000 bushels of 
grain more than the average, the | 
Canadian Wheat Board this fall 
is facing its most serious problem, 
according to information given 
Friday by the board to the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce. 

The information has been for- 
warded to all grain companies, with 
a request that they familiarize pro- 
ducers generally with a_ serious 
situation looming with the problem | 
of grain marketing | 

It is forecast that the total 1942 | 
grain yield in Canada is expected 
to reach 1,250,000,000 bushels which 
is estimated at about 406,000,000 
above the national yearly average, | 


MUCH HANDLING | 
| At the present time the board is 
| faced with the problem of handiing 
280,000,000 bushels of wheat and an 
increased but unestimated amount 
of coarse grains. This is to be 
handled with elevator space for
